REJECTS QUEER DURKEE CLAIM. 


United States Court Dismisses Suit for 
Nearly $65,000,000, Based, Upon 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—[Special.]—One 
of the queerest bluffs against the Treasury of 
the United States ever known was finally 
called down today in the Court of Claims. 
Seven years. ago a remarkable case was 
brought by Leonard C. Blaisdell as attorney 
in fact for the heirs of Charles Durkee, and 
the amount originally involved in the claim 
was $64,623,512. 

Durkee lived jn Kenosha, Wis., and in 1865 
was Territorial Goverpor of Utah. It was 
alleged that for some reason not stated first 
mortgage bonds of the Union and Central 
Pacific railroad companies game into - 
kee's possession as Goverfor of Utah, and 
were by him deposited in the United States 
Treasury in trust for him. | ‘ 

Blaisdell declared in filing his suit that in 
1884 the Secretary of the Treasury had these 
bonds and admitted the fact. Since the suit 
was filed, seven years ago, not a sorap of evi- 
dence has been produced to substantiate any 
of these remarkable claims, and no one in 
Washington has ever heard ofthese bonds. 

Durkee died, and made a will which did not 


- allude to these lost millions in any way, and, 


on the contrary, it has been shown that his 
= at no time amounted to more than 


The curious thing about the whole case 
appears to be that in spite of the remark- 
able character of the claim, which seems to 
have stepped out of the “Arabian Nights.“ 
Blaisdell has apparently been able to raise 
money on this vague collateral, which by his 
system of imaginative arithmetic he man- 
aged to screw up to the tidy little sum of a 
quarter of a billion dollars. As he was deal- 
ing in millions and hundreds of millions he 
was quite willing to make assignments 
against the judgment, if it should ever be 
rendered, in favor of the people who ad- 


| vanced him money. 


These agreements or advance assignments 
of a judgment not yet rendered as duly filed 
in the court have amounted to the astonish- 
ing sum of $15,000,000. The ratio of the 
promise to the cash advanced varies, but it 
was always a long shot with Blaisdell, and 
one of these contracts guaranteed the pay- 
ment of a round million for the advance of 
$500, while another contract is for $8,000,000 
in consideration of a cash payment of $4,000. 

The government officials have allowed this 
remarkable case to- drag on for years, be- 
cause every time they proposed to dismiss it 
some one would bob up with a declaration 
that certain vague evidence would soon be 
submitted.

Williams Bay Astronomers Wait for 
Secrets Held by Photographic i

Princeton, N. J., June 2.—[Special.]—Pre 
fessor Charles A. Young, the head of the de- 
partment of astronomy of Princeton Univer- 
sity, does not hesitate to say that, on the 
whole,.the observations, both visual and 
photographic, of the eclipse of the sun made 
by the Princeton party at Wadesboro, N. C., 
were successful. He said tonight: “About 
one-half of the forty plates exposed have 
been developed, and the results obtained 
‘undoubtedly show that we have done as well | 
in the photographic line as we expected. The | 
seven photographs made of the corona have 
all been developed and have come out well, 
one or two being among the best I have 
ever seen. Photographs ot the first and 
fourth contact have not been brought an 
fully, but they also promise well. 

“The visual observations made by t 
party were negatively successful, for, al- 
though they failed to determine the position 
of the corona line, as we had hoped they 
would, nevertheless, they are of positive 
valué, because they show that the light of 
the corona was exceedingly faint as com- 
paréd with its brilliancy at the capes er 
eclipses which I have observed

- . Request to Society Meeting in New 

“‘York—Agreement Assures Absolute 

"Protection for All Except Edible 
Birds After 1902—Will Not Replace 
Stock on Hand When Exhausted— 
Chieago Milliners Submit. | 


New York, June 2.—[Special.]-—At the an- 
nual meeting of the New York State Au- 
dubon society, held today at the 
Museum of Natural History, the agreement 
was received from the Millinery Merchants’ 
Protective association regarding the im- 
portation, manufacture, and sale of North 
American birds. 

There are in the United States twenty-two 
Audubon societies, but as they have no fed- 
erated committee to which the agreement 
can be referred for action it will be necessary 
for each society to consider the milliners’ 
proposition independently. 

In the communication the milliners pledge 


North American birds from hunters or such 
persons who make it a business to destroy 
them. However, the milliners stipulate that 
they shall continue to manufacture, sell, 
and dispose of all such birds and their 
plumage as they now have in stock and 
warehouses and until Congress shall make 
such laws which shall protect all North 
American birds, which laws shall be ap- 
proved by the Audubon society and the Or- 
e union, and also do justice 60 the 


Fowls. 

This does not refer to plumage or skins ot | 
barnyard fowl, edible birds, or game birds 
killed in their season, nor to the birds or 
plumage of foreign countries not of the 
species of North American birds. Any mem- 
ber of the organisation violating this pledge 
upon conviction shall be fined $500 for each 
offense. 

In return for this promise the milliners ex- 
pect the Audubon society and the Ornitho-

bird protectors, however, were too strong, 
and after a hard fight the law went through 
the Legislature and was signed by Governor 
Roosevelt. The Bird Dealers’ Protective as- 
sociation is a hew organization, and, as a 
matter of fact, was formed to combat the 
aggressiveness, of the Audubonites.

Expect No Trouble in China, 
The Foreign office believes that the situa- 
tion in China has improved during the last 
few days.. The Chinese military authori- 
ties have shown greater energy, and now 
seem masters of the situation. The Foreign 
office expects the troubles will be quieted 
without further violence. ; 


Prussian School Reform. 
[he Emperor has called an important 
meeting for Prussian school reform to con- 
vene after the holidays. Proving the Em- 
peror’s intention that reform must be toward 
raising the technical schools to the level re- 
quired by the high state of recent technical 
development is the fact that invitations 
have been sent to all rectors of technical 
high schools and a number of noted pro- 
fessors like Van Desborght and Busley. 
The Berlin Municipal Council has also ap- 
pointed a mixed deputation for a similar 
end for all the Berlin middle schools. The 
Berlin Council has resolved that hereafter 


it will build, operate, and maintain all street 


car lines for municipal account.

Costs to Stay Out Nights. 
Infractions of the rule are punished by a 


fine, which increases on a sliding scale, ac- 


cording to the lateness of the hour when 
the wanderer returns. It costs a student 
one sovereign to stay out until midnight, 
so that indulgence in late hours outside of 
one’s rooms is an expensive luxury. Billiard 
playing is prohibited before 1 o’clock in the

HEAVY LOSS FOR FILIPINOS. 


Rebel Activity in Luzon and Other Is- 


lands Meets Swift Retal- 
iation. — | 


MANILA, P. I., May 1.—[Correspondence. } 


—The last two weeks have seen a general 


spread of rebel activity throughout Luzon 
and even into the other islands, which has 
been sharply offset hy immediate retalia- 
tion. The rebels have attacked by day and 
by night several of the 267 towns we gar- 
risoned. 

Over 300 Filipinos were killed by troops of 
General Young’s command in North Ilocos 
Province during three days’ hard fighting 
last week. Over a hundred were killed 
down in Camerinos Province under General 
Bell, and at least fifty were killed in their 
recent attack upon Cagayan de Misamis, in 
northern Mindanao. 

- Five hundred dead Filipinos would be a 
conservative estimate of their losses during 
the last fifteen days, and a number of smaller 


engagements that have passed unnoticed | 


would bring the total up to at least 600. 

A remarkable feature is that during the 
fighting which resulted in this heavy loss 
to the rebels the American forces have not 
had more than six men killed and fifteen 
wounded. | | 

Prospectors Captured. by Natives. 

A party of -mimers that left Manila early 
in January for the Southern Islands has 
been captured by the rebels. About April

Eva ‘Luckett, colored, who was tried before 
Judge Hutchinson on a charge of murder, was 
convicted yesterday of an assault, and the court 
fined her $50 and costs, about $100 in all. The 
verdict was a surprise to the prosecution. The 
woman threw a lighted lamp at Minnie Hamilton, 
a white woman, in a West Lake street house one 
night last March. The lamp exploded and Minnie 
Hamilton was so severely burned that she died. 
The defendant disclaimed malice and pleaded 
great provocation for her act. -

THE NEW BOOKS. | 


ICHARD LE GALLIENNE is really a 
delightful traveling companion when 
of his own 
phrases, close to the good earth,” 
and does not, as he did in The Wor- 
shipper of the Image, lead one among the 
clouds. His new volume, Travels in Eng- 
land (John Lane) is filled with quaint and 
quotable sayings, interwoven with charming 
poetic bits and with original observations 
about the places to which he travéied. The’ 
traveling was done on a bicycle, though the 
author says: 
„Man was born a pedestrian, and it is only 
at a walking pace, an easy, loitering pace, 
too, with many pondering halts, that nature 
can really be got to talk. She files before. 
the scorching cycle like a frightened bird— 
though, if you are content with an easy rip- 
pling speed, you may often, thanks to your 
pneumatic tires, steal upon her unawares.’ 
This poetical cyclist seemed to seek places 
on account of their names, and he dweils 
frequently upon the effeet that names have 
upon the imagination. He says: “! ask the 
old man why yonder ridge is called Weaver's 
Down—but, of course, the old man has no 
idea. No one knows anything of the coun- 
try in the country, nor does any one want 
to know. If you are at à loss for the name 
of a bird or a flower, it is of no use to ask a 
countryman.) The people who know about 
birds and flowers are to be found on the 
underground railway, wistfully dreaming 
of their yearly fortnight.” 
The writer does not let us forget that he 

has more material cravings, and we are 
always mindful of the fact that he has his 
lunch with him. He says that the ideal meal 


| for the open air is bread and honey, but 


honey eaten indoors is robbed of its proper 
suggestiveness; it is a caged lark among 
foods. Hereupon follows a most delightful 
poem about this sweet subject, which the 
author assures us has been set to music by 
A grasshopper. 

At Stratford-on-Avon the traveler had the 
pleasure of seeing Sarah Bernhardt play 
Hamlet,“ and although he says but little 
about the play we have this picture of the 
siren as she was departing: 


still a woman, smiling on white-headed 
Mayors in golden horse collars, so pleased 
with her flowers, so smart in her slim Paris 
gown—a woman, a legend; romance made 
‘visible; all the sorceries of nature and art— 
and France—incarnate. And there for her. 
background was the willowed Avon flashing 
in the sun, and everywhere the thought of 
Shakspeare filling the air like spices.” 
Other historic places graced with this, 
writer’s poetic thoughts are Evesham, Salis- 
bury, Stonehege, and some less famous 
spots. To Winterslow he goes because of its 
association with Hazlitt, though, of course, 
nobody at the inn knew anything about the 
famous critic, and he lingers at Kelmscott 
because of his love of William Morris. and 
at Tabley House on account of his admira- 
tion of that undeservedly less well known 


poet. 

Sometimes the author’s sensuous figures 
2 rather than charm, yet as a whole the 
charm is more marked than any other 
quality in the book: and this attractiveness 
is assisted by Mr. Railton's suggestive and 
sympathetic illustrations. It is the kind of 
book that the reader will be inclined to re- 
call when he is traversing the same ground 
that the author has gone over. And this 
traveling reader will always be saying when 
he comes upon a certain famous place: 
This is the spot about n Mr. Le Galli- 
enne — 

The Harpers have issued ‘the nein and 
sixth volumes of the notable Haworth edi- 
tion of the works of the Bronté sisters. 
Emily Bronté’s Wuthering Heights,” 
which Edmund Gosse describes as “ that 
“sinister and incongruous, but infinitely fas- 
cinating tragedy,” and Anne Bront#’s 
“ Agnes Grey make up the fifth volume. 
To the first story Mrs. Ward contributes 

an elaborate introduction in which she not 
pe analyzes the tale but also interprets 
the character of its creator, and tells to 
what foreign and romantic. influences she 
was subjected when she wrote this grewsome 
novel. Full as the story is of creepy hor- 
rors, Mrs. Ward says that it has never taken 
the place which rightly belongs to it, and 
that it betrays more real genius than could 
be found in the work of the more famous 
sister. The hasty didatic note and the un- 
even and sometimes amateurish touch of 
Charlotte are not seen in this story. The 
critic adds: 
Emily is pure mind and passion; no one, from 
the pages of Wuthering Heights, can guess 
at the small likes and dilikes, the religious or 
critical antipathies, the personal weaknesses cf 
the artist who wrote it. She has that highest 
power—which was typically Shakspeare’s power, 
and which in our day is typically the power of 
such an artist as Turgueniev—the power which 
gives life, intensest life, to the credtions of imagz- 
ination, and, in doing so, endows them with an 
independence behind which the maker is for- 
gotten. 


spell of this series of nightmares will, after 
reading this illuminating ‘introduction, feel 
inspired to take the plunge into its sea of 
tragedies, confident of the fact that, if hor- 
rors await them, they will be horrors that 
| are redeemed by the touch of an artist. 

“It is not as the writer. of Wildfell 
Hall, but as the sister of Charlotte and 
Emily Bronté, that Anne Bronté® escapes 
obltvion,“ says Mrs. Ward in her introduc- 
tion to Wildfell Hall,” the sixth volume 
in the Haworth edition. Yet this unpleas- 
ant story attained an immediate success, and 
went into a second edition within a short 
time of its publication. And there was 
and is a considerable narrative ability, a 
sheer moral energy, in Wildfell Hall’ 
which would not be enough, indeed, to keep it 
alive if it were not the work of a Bronté, but 
still betray its kinship and source. The 
scenes of Huntingdon’s wickedness are less 
interesting but less improbable than the 
country house scenes of Jane Eyre; the story 
of his death has many true and touching 
passages; the last love scene is well—even, in 
parts, admirably—written. But the book's 
truth, so far as it is true, is scarcely the 
truth of imagination; it is rather the truth 
of a tract or a report.“ Many of the pages 
are, thinks the critic, close transcripts from 
the vicious Branwell Bronté’s conduct and 
language. Mrs. Ward has betrayed in this 
preface the same spirit of friendliness to the 
author and fairness to the work that has dis- 
tinguished her other criticisms of these fam- 
ous sisters.

The oldest and the largest of the schools 
for turning out doctors is Rush Medical 
College, which was founded in 1844. It oc- 
eupied a building, at the beginning, on the 
North Side, at Dearborn avenue and In- 
diana street. When the buildings of the 
college were destroyed by the fire of 1871 
they were not rebuilt there. The County 
Hospital was removed to the West Side, and 
the medical college followed it. 4 


THOUSANDS OF STUDENTS. 


As a result of the growth of the medical 


colleges Chicago is beginning to discover 
it has a student body of such proportions 
as to be not overlooked. The first intima- 
tion of the existence of this lively, spirited 
portion of the community was exhibited 
when 2,000 medics participated in a snowball 
riot in West Harrison street. The rioting 
continued for more than an hour and three 
policemen who tried to quell it were badly 
hurt. Several students had broken heads

In addition to these medical colleges there 
is a theological seminary in the Eleventh 
Ward and another in the Twelfth Ward, 
The Chicago Theological Seminary, estab- 
lished in 1858, is situated at Warren avenue 
and Ashland boulevard. Young men are 
trained there for the ministry of the Con- 
gregational church. The Western Theolog- 
ical Seminary is in Washington boulevard, 
near California avenue and Garfield Park 
It is an institution of the Episcopal Church 
for the training of young men for the mine 
istry. The Lewis Institute and polytechnic 
school is in the Twelfth Ward at Robey and 
West Madison streets. Besides these thers 
are two public high schools In this ward and 
a large number of grammar schools and 
parochial schools and convents. It is easily, 
the educational ward of the city. 

The Washingtonian Home has a peculiar 
place in Chicago history. It was founded 
in 1863 through the instrumentality of the 


members of the order of Good Templars for 


the purpose of treating persons who were 
suffering from the after effects of intoxiea. 
tion. Prior to the discovery of the K 
cure it was the haven of dipsomaniacs 
Chicago, as well as those suffering from the 
use of opiates, + 

The Martha Washington Home for the 
treatment of women inebriates was estabe 
lished as an auxiliary instité in 1881, 
It is situated on the North Side at Western 
and Graceland avenues. „ 

One of the public ools that has a fan 
tastic history was ee in the Twelfth 
Ward. It was the Brown School, built in 
1855. It was a frame building and was iu 
1858 moved to make place for the new Brown 
School, which was the pride of the West 
Side in its early days. This new building 
wag the first public school in Chicago te 
be heated by steam. 

The old Brown School house had only be- 
gun its wanderings when it left the Twelfth ©. 
Ward. It was taken to the Fourteenth | 
Ward and then to the Fifteenth and back 
again to the Fourteenth Ward. It had many 
rr win be recounted in the 
story o ourteenth | 

There is leas historical interest in : 
Thirteenth Ward. It has many pretty a 
and a large number of important manu. 
factures, but it did not get much in the way 
of historical things while Chicago was be- 
ing made. West Lake street belongs more 
to the Thirteenth than to any other ward, 
The old bus line from the City Hotel ran out 
Lake street and ended in it. It was the most “ 
important West Side bus Une in 1860, making 
half hourly trips. The down-town terminus 
at Clark and Randolph was the forerunner 
of the Sherman House, the oldest hotel in 
Chicago of continuous history, except the 
Tremont House. After the bus line came 
the horse cars, which were not abandoned 
until recently.

IN THE SOUTH. 
Professor Benjamin W. Wells of the 


University of the South, whose volumes an 


modern German and French literature have 
given him a place iu the first rank of Amer- 
ican critics, has contributed an article to the 
Forum on “Southern Literature of the 
Lear.“ He draws a.striking contrast net 
tween the literary barrenness of the South 
before the war and its widespread promise | 
at the present time. It needed the war to 
emancipate Southern genius. The New 
York Times Saturday Review recently 
dwelt upon the hopelessness of the South 
as a field for the bookseller, but Mr. Wells 
at least shows that the South is beginning 
to hold its own in the number and the 
quality of its authors. There is scarcely 
a State that cannot furnish its quota of 
well-known names. In fact, except that he 
“passes softly over South Carolina,” Mr. 
Wells calls the roll of the whole South with 
encouraging results. 
According to Mr. Wells the Southern 


“there is no clearly dominant note among 
them.” In the drama and in criticism the 
South is doing something, and in history it 
“ seems to be growing more rapidly than in 
any other field of literary activity.“ In 
fiction it has attained the most palpable 
results, and Mr. Wells naturally devotes 
the greater part of his article to a detailed 
consideration of the novelists, He finds 
that the South “ counts little work of the 
first rank, but it contains so much of the 
gecond as to be full of promise.” During 
the last year he has taken personal note of 
twenty-four Southern fiction writers, of 
whom fourteen were women, and he finds 
the work of the women as strong, artistic, 
and effective as that, of the men. i 
Passing over Thomas Nelson Page and 
James Lane Allen, because they have been. 
comparatively silent during the year, Pro- 
fessor Wells is inclined to grant the first 
prize to Joei Chandler Harris“ Chronicles 
of Aunt Minervy Ann,” with Mrs. Bur- 
nettes “De Willoughby Claim” and Miss 
Johnston's To Have and to Hold“ com- 
ing in for second and third places respect- 
ively.

He says there are only three 
ways ig which human energy may be in- 
ereased - by increasing the number, wisdom, 
and strength of the people, by stopping 
warfare and waste, and by inventing new 
methods of increasing mechanical power. 
He discusses food and pure water under the 
first head, with conclusions in favor of a 
vogetarian diet. Under the second head he 
describes again his inventions for con- 
trolling vessels or machines at great dis- 
tances by means of electric force, winding 
up with hit fantastic conclusions about “a 
fighting machine withont men as a means 
of attack and defense.” The third problem 
ho to increase the positive force acceler- 
ating human progress—is simply the prob- 
lem of ho to harness more of the sun's 
energy, and on this Mr. Tesla is devoting 


most of the work of his life.

Thus far his heaven-vaulting theories ha ve 
been more in evidence than his tangible 
achievements, yet the imagination plays so 
large a part in invention that it would be 
rash to say which of his ideas are visionary 
and which ate practical. That he has made 
many wonderful discoveries in electricity 
is certain, in spite of the fact that few of 
them have thus far proved of any commer- 
cial value. His “ oscillator,” with its power 
of creating incredible electrical pressures, 
is alone enough to make his fame as an in- 
ventor secure, though he has.

NATIONAL CONSUMERS’ LEAGUE. 

The Consumers’ league movement, which 
was started ten years ago in New York 
City, now includes not only State leagues 
in New York, Massachusetts, Pennsy)- 
vania, Ellinois, New Jersey, Minnesota, and 
Ohio, but also a national league—with 
which the latter are affiliated—formed early 
last year for an advanced: line of work. 
The New York City league is now able to 
present a white list of forty-one large retail 
stores in which the conditions of the em- 
ployés are up to the league’s standard. A 
later movement in Philadelphia has resulted 
in a similar white list of ten stores, and 
the Illinois State league, having its head- 
quarters in Chicago, has conducted con- 
siderable agitation looking toward a white | 
list here. In I | | 
were initiated about two years ago for a. 
league, the interesting discovery was made 


that, owing largely to the enforcement of 


excellent factory legislation in that city, 
the white list standard of labor conditions 
was already observed or exceeded by prac- 
tically all the important retail stores. It 
was thereupon realized that the time had 
come for an advance from the case of 
sales people td that of producers, and the 
National Consumers’ league was accord- 
ingly formed to carry back the inquiry be- 
yond the store to factory or the sweat- 

In choosing the field of the new organiza- 
tion it was finally decided to narrow it to 
the subject of women's underwear, since 
that explifies particularly bad conditions 
of production, has no trade union among 
employés, has been made the subject of 
no union label, and is carried on almost 
exclusively by female workers, whose con- 
ditions would naturally appeal to women, 
who are the chief supporters of consumers’ 
leagués. A label was also determined upon 
as the means for identifying goods pro- 
duced under fair conditions, and the efforts 
of the national league were directed toward 
ascertaining what muslin underwear was 
entitled to this label, toward securing its 
attachment thereto by manufacturers, and 
toward inducing retailers to handle labeled 
goods and customers to demand them. 

Thirteen manufacturers have now adopt- 
ed the label, a large number of stores, par- 
ticularly in Massachusetts and Rhode Is- 
land, where the demand for the label has 
become an established one, carry labeled 
goods, and two of the leading stores in 


New York do likewise, while the concerted | 


movement of other stores there against it 
is plainly a challenge to its extension, for 
the reason that it represents a movement 
which threatens the whole sweating system 
in that ty. The label is also found in 
stores here and there over the country, in- 
dicating the sporadic outcropping of a de- 
mand therefor. 3 | 

Besicles the factories which use the label 
there are others whose conditions would 
entitle them to its use, but they have thus 
far hesitated to assume the trouble of 
adopting it pending a sufficiently pro- 
nounced demand by merchants. Then in 
New York City there are still other facto- 
ries to which, though they appear entitled 
to its use, the league is precluded from 
awarding it on account of the unreliability 
of the factory inspection in that city, and 
so to the impossibility of guaranteeing, as 
the label purports to do, that the State fac- 
tory laws have been strictly camplied with. 
The league’s label alsb guarantees that the 
goods to which it is attached were whollly 
made in factories, that children were not 
employed, and that women and yéung per- 
sons did not work overtime therein. 

One of the deceptive devices constantly 
encountered in searching out the conditions 
of production is the workroom which is 
maintained as a blind and exhibited to pur- 
chasers or inquirers, but in which only a 
mere fraction of the proprietor's business 
is done, the balance being given out to 
sweaters. This is, a subterfuge encoun- 
tered also in other branches of the needle 
trades, including custom tailor shops. | 

Since the success of the National e 
efforts depends ultimately upon the deman 
by the public for labeled goods, the wide 
agitation of the general subject which has 
been going on for the last year is signifi- 
cant. During that time Mrs. Florence 
Kelley, the Secretary, has accepted a great 
number of invitations to speak on this sub- 


ject before various delegate or representa- 


tive bodies. Indeed, the assignment of this 
as one of the prominent topics at the meet- 
ing of, the National Federation of Women’s 
Clubs this week in Milwaukee is typical of 
the wide agitation of the subject which has 
taken place in women’s club circles during 
the last year.

PROTECTION FOR THE BIRDS. 

The American Ornithological union and 
the Audubon societies have won a notable 
victory in securing from the masufacturing 
milliners an agreement not to use any 
more North American birds of any kind, 
save domestie fowls and game birds killed 
in season, for hat trimmings. An erroneous 
impression has been given that the treaty 
is under way with the milliners—that is, 
with those who sell hats aud bonnets. As 
a matter of fact, the bird protectors have 
gone to the fountain head of the feather 
trimming supply. The men who contract 
for the killing of the birds and who take 
the skins, wire them, glass eye them, and 
stuff them for the milliners are the ones 
with whom the protective committees are 
dealing. If the great dead bird dealers 
of the East live up to the promises made 
the Audubon societies, the problem of sav- 
ing the North American birds practically 
has. been solved. The dealers ask a cer- 
tain length of time to get rid of stock on 
hand and then pledge themselves forever 
to abstain from using anything but foreign 
birds for trimming. The aggressive work 
ot the bird lovers has brought about this 
result. The community owes them a debt of 
gratitude. ,

ORIGIN OF THE PASSION PLAY. 
Its Beginning Due to a Vow of Peasants 
Made During the Progress of the 
Plague in the Seventeenth Century, 
When the Village of @berammergau 
Escaped the Dreaded Visitation. 


N the year 1633 the 
wave of the dread 
plague rolled over 
the continent of Eu- 
rope, leaving heaps 
of deraying flesh 
where it found liv- 
ing men and women, 
depopulating cities, 
devastating coun- 
ties. Thousands 
fled from their 
homes in an effort 
to escape the de- 
Stroyer, preferring 
the chance of death in a wayside ditch to 
the horror of waiting passively under their 
own roof trees for the time which’should tell 
them they Were doomed or in mercy were 
Passed by. Other thousands, some blinder 
im allegiance to fate, some stronger of faith, 
Chose the waiting part. Still others put 
hopeful trust in prayers, but added also the 
vow of works. Of these were the folk who 
fomprised the village community of Ober- 
Smmergau, situated in the Valley of the 
Ammer, in the Bavarian Alps. It was late 
summer: when thé invading pestilence 
Feached the foothills of the Alps, and at this 
Gay it may be said that the clear mountain 
Ar and the approaching frosts of autumn 
Were the conquerors of the filth-born dis- 
ease.

e keynote of England’s treat 
question of slavery in the Asiatic and Ate 
can countries subject to her rule 10 to be 
found in the penal code of India. inaugurated 
in 1843, and which, if L remember aright, was 
the creation of the historian, Lord Macatlay, 
Under the terms of this code the legal statug 
of slavery was abolished tn so far that the 
law courts- were debarred thenceforth from 
taking any official cognizance of slavery, Aj 
master could no longer plead as fustifi cation 
of cruelty the victim was his slave. Slavea, 
according to the Indian code, can leave 
their master when they like, and if hela by 
force can have their masters called to legal, 
account for wrongful detention, If ealave 
in British India runs away from his mastes 
the latter has no rights of recovery accord 
ing to the Indian code, which endows slaves 
with the same civil status and civil prerogas 
tives belonging to other members of the corn 
munity. The Indian law simply igno the 
slave status and grants permissive m 
to all slaves, leaving them at liberty to take 
advantage thereof or not as they see fit. Té 
is not forbidden by the law to retain slaves, 
and it only becomes a crime to detain them, 

Domestic slavery was thus neither arbie 
trarily abolished, nor was it prohibited by thé 
Indian code now in force. It was simply 
tolerated. But since the slave was endowed 
by the code of 1843 with the option of freee 
dom, his master was compelled to treat hing 
well in order.to retain his services; and, 
moreover, slaves being no longer recognized 
in law as an article of barter and of sale they 
have come to be looked upon as a precarioud 
investment.

Where, however, the new Soudan code 
of law differs from that of India is that a 
slave can. be detained as well as retained. 
if he runs away from his master without 
some valid cause, such as maltreatment or 
non-mainterance, he will be restored to his 
master by the British authorities; nor is 
there to be any interference by the latter 
with a reasonable exercise of despotic au- 
thority on the part of the owner. The gov- 
ernment will punish with utmost severity 
-the slave trade, as well as the kidnaping of 
‘human beings for use as slaves, and the 
public markets at Khartum and elsewhere 
in the Soudan are ¢arefully watched to 
prevent illicit bargains in slaves under cover 
of transactions in goods. The caravan 
foutes are guarded, and all caravans exam- 
ined for slaves. But once the slaves are 
acquired by a resident owner for domestic 
Gse—and Lord Kitchener cynically adds, 
“They are acquired somehow no inquiry 
is held as to the mode of their acquisition. 
Ali owners are given to understand that ill- 
treatment; overworking, and imprisonment 
are egal and punishable as such. 

Both Lord Kitchener and Lord Cromer 
Point out by way of explanation of this 
method of dealing with the slave question 
that slavery is sanctioned by Islam, that it 
is a “intversal institution among the Arab 
races, and that it reached a specially high 
degree of organization under dervish rule. 
To “abolish” it, that is to say, to declare 
the keeping df slaves a crime, would be

and a means of subsistence, and that, more- 
over, he wishes for his freedom, the latter is 
gccdorded to him. The courts only decline to 
grant freedom in cases where there has been 
no illegality on the part of the owner and the 
siave is unable to show that he has some 
means of subsistence or some honest liveli- 
hood ready for him. So great isthe demand 
for labor ip Britsh East Africa that during 
the last twelwe months ending in January of 
the present year close upon 56,000-slaves ob- 
tained from the courts their freedom by 
showing that they bad remunerative em- 
ployment awaiting them. If the British au- 
thorities make this proof of subsistence

But these attacks come from 
people who do not understand the peculiar 
conditions of Asiatic and African life and 
, of those who profess the Moslem creed. 
Slavery cannot be abolished by a stroke 


ot the pen, as in Christian countries. In 


those Oriental lands, where the white races, 

‘which constitute the dominant classes, are 
in a minority, as in British India, where 
he Buropeans are a handful of a half 
million compared to 300,000,000 of natives, it 
ie necessary to proceed with caution, to 
Semporize, and to achieve by diplomacy and 
mtatecrart that which it would be almost 
impossible to attain by mere force. That 
“his method after all is not only the most 
Sagacious but likewise the most efficacious, 
is shown by what has been accomplished 
in Britith India, where, as described above, 
slavery is a moribund and rapidly waning 
inatitution, which will, ere long, have dis- 
appeared, without any sudden abolition, 
provocative of a reyolution.

DISPUTED STATE BOUNDARIES.

Few American States are 
separated by ordinary geographical lines,

This line of 
boundary is the Delaware River, and New 
Jersey lies between the Delaware River and 
the Atlantic Ocean, north of Delaware Bay. 
But the northern boundary of the State, 
which runs along the south boundary of Or- 
ange and Rockland Counties, N. Y., is indef- 
inite, and has long been the subject of dis- | 
pute. In like manner so has the boundary | 
line between New York and Connecticut. 
Geographically the line which would divide | 
New York from Connecticut and Massachu- | 
setts would be the Hudson River, the head 
of navigation of which at Troy is almost 
exactly opposite the boundary line between 
Massachusetts and Vermont. But for other 
reasons more cogent than those of geography 
the east bank of the Hudson is included in 
New York, as well as the west, and like con- 
siderations account for some of the divisions : 
berween Western Btates. 

New York's boundaries, though 
settled in 1776, have been subject to critical 
examination from time to time by various 
commissioners and agents, and have been re- 
examined and established under authority 
of various legislative enactments. An act 


Was passed by the Legislature May 26, 1875, 


directing the commissioners to resume the 
work of examination of the true location of 
the monuments which mark the several 
boundaries of this State, as authorized by 
the Benate. resolution of 1867, and, in con- 
nection with the authorities of Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey respectively, to replace any 
monuments which may have become dilapi- 


dated or been removed, on the boundary lines 


of those States. A committee was appointed 
for this purpose June 1, 1875. In 1880 the 
New York commissioners met commission- 
ers appointed by the States of Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the boundary lines as originally es- 
tablished and marked with monuments, The 
commissioners were authorized to renew any

| Opinion of the Boers. 


One cannot expect an Englishmen and an 
imperialist to think any too highly of the 
Boers, though Mr. Churchill gives them 
credit for courage and confidence, and he 
says plainly that the English have “ grossly 
underrated their fighting powers.” He does 
not believe now, however, what he used to 
believe, in common with most people in Eng- 
land, that 
the Boer ultimatum was an act of despair, that 
the Dutch would make one fight for their honor, 
and, once defeated, would accept the inevitable. 
All I have heard and whatever I have seen out 
here contradict these false ideas. Anger, hatred, 
and the consciousness of military power impelled 
the ts. to war. They would rather have fought 
at their own time—a year or two later—when their 
preparations were still further advanced, and 
when the British were, perhaps, involved in other 
quarters. But, after all, the moment was ripe. 
Nearly everything was ready, and the whole peo- 
ple sprang to arms with alacrit mt firmly believing 
that they wou!d drive the British into the sea. To 
that opinjon they still adhere. 1 do not myself 
Share it; but it cannot be denied. that it seems less 
— today than it did before a shot had been

write what I thought was the truth about every- 
body. I have tried to do justice to the patriotic

The Efficacy of Prayer. 
Mr. Churchill's escape from 
prison is described in detail. It seems — 


short of miraculous, as everything depended © 


upon two sentries turning their backs at the 

me moment. This they did in order to 

ik to each other, and before they moved. 
around again the prisoner had scaled the 
walls of the prison. There were 300 miles 
of unknown country between him and liberty, 
but he managed to cover it, though not with- 
out much suffering. He believes his hair- 
breadth escapes to have been largely direct 
answers to prayer, a confession that will fill 
the orthodox bosom with keen delight: 

I realized with awful force that no exercise of 
my. own feeble wit and strength could save me 
from my enemies, and that without the assistance 
of that high power which interferes in the eternal 
sequence, of causes and effects, more often than 
we are always prone to admit, I could never suc- 
ceed. I prayed long and earnestly for help and 
guidance. My prayer, as it seems to me, was 
swiftly and wonderfully answered. I cannot now 
relate the strange circumstances which followed, 
and which changed my nearly hopeless position 
into one of superior advantage. But after the war 
is over I shall hope to lengthen this account, and

The paper of that day was 4 ten-column 
Quarto, or “ blanket sheet.“ The columns 
were. twenty-eight and a half inches long 
and the paper was set in solid nonpareil 
and agate. It contained no illustrations. 
President Lincoin had been assassinated 
/the year before, and Vice President Andrew 
pon succeeded him. There is an abun- 
@ance of proof on the first and second pages 
Of the paper that the entire staff had been 
turned loose against Mr. Johnson. 


With President Johnson. 


The biggest piece of news of the day was 
telegraphic dispatches from New York 
Mate, telling of the reception to President 
Johnson and members of his Cabinet, who 
were making a campaign tour of severa! 
Northern and Western States. Among 
Shose in the Presidential party were Ad- 
Parragut and General Grant. At 
Schenectady, where the President arrived at 
8:40 a. m., Aug. 31, he made a speech, saying, 
oog other things: ‘‘ I have to express my 

thanks for the cordial welcome you have 
en me today. . I only claim to be 
one of your fellow-citizens, passing through 
this portion of New York for the purpose of 
Visiting Chicago to witness and participate 
im laying the chief corner-stone of the monu- 
ment to the memory of one of our distin- 
statesmen, Stephen Douglas 

lL shall now barely allude to the questions be- 

fore the country. As to this matter, my 

apeeches, public acts and records are all 

before you. You know what they are, and 

from them you must form your judgment. . 

ehe country has passed through a peril- 

ous conflict: you are aware of the circum- 

stances under which I took hold of the helm 

ate and now that we have passed the 

trying crisis in the field we have the strug- 

wie of statesmanship. I might say to you 

the army did ite entire duty... And 1 

ight say the navy did its entire duty on the 
ocean and on the inland waters. 
fur as my humble self is concerned I have 
eried to Go my duty, and, God willing, if my 
eourse shall meet the approbation of the 
people, I intend to continue to move forward 

in the course I have begun. Because

all Kings of earth.” 

At Syracuse, Albany, Utica,, Rome, Au- 
burn, and. other New York towns, according 
to the dispatches, the President was re- 
eelved dy cheering thousands, and made 
ghort speeches. 

ven at that early day Lyon & Healy, the 
music publishers, were quick to grasp a 
popular idea.

General Logan’s Speech. 

’ Major General John A. Logan was run- 

ning for Congressman-at-Large that year 
and made a speech at Elgin, which was re- 
ported by wire. There was a heavy fal! of 
vain. but the correspondent says: Not- 
withstanding, a large crowd assembled 
about the stand and stood patiently in the 
storm listening to the burning eloquence, 
cultiig sarcasm, and convincing logic of 
General Logan.“ 

Tt is also chronicled that the General held 
the audience spellbound for nearly three 
hours, pouring forth such a flood of elo- 

' quence and wit as to evgke the wildest dem- 
tea tous of enthusiasm on the part of 
his’ hearers. He paid his respects to the 

“bread and butter’’ party, dissecting the 
"President, and holding up the disgusting 
anatomy to the contempt and pity of those 
present.” a 

The only cablegrams of importance in the 
paper were two short paragraphs from 
London and St. Petersburg. The London 
message was: The Times of today, in a 
lengthy editorial, congratulates President 
Johnson and the people of the United States 
on the deliberations and actions of the Phil- 
adelphia convention.“ 

This cablegram was from St. Petersburg: 
* The Emperor Alexander has given a grand 
banhauet in honor of the embassy from the 
ien States, at which the prominent dig- 
Maries of the empire were present. The 

Simperor gave the toast, ‘The Prosperity 
ana Consolidation of the United States“. 

On the second page of the ancient Ti- 
une there is a 10,000 word political speech 
Gelivered the day before at Evanston by 
Senator Trumbull.

Silent Relics of Days When 


Pottawattomies Ranged 
the Lake Shore. 


OAKS POINTED WAY. 


Highly Prized by the Peo. 
plüwKie of Highland Park. 


|FOREST SIGN POSTS, 


IGHLAND PARK has seven living 
witnesses to attest the fact that the 
Pottawatomie warriors, ‘whether 
bent upon errands of war or the 
peaceful pursuits of the chase, made 
their path through the ravines and over the 
ridges which mark the present town’s site, 
Some of these living witnesses are more than 
a century old. Hale in their old age and 
sturdy are they, though still bearing the 
marks of the scarifying ax of the savage. 
The whole section of the country of which 
Highland Park now forms a part between the 


lake bluffs on the east and the river eight 


miles to the west was eighty years ago a 
dense forest. Incursion or hunting ‘parties 
of the Pottawatomies would pass along the 
une of the lake shore until a point was 
reached near where the residence of the late 


ans struck into the trackless forest, taking a 
course almost due northwest across the 
Skokie to the open prairie beyond the Aux 
Plaines River. To mark out the direct 
course through the forest, at intervals that

Then they were bent deer 
and fastened so that the top of the sapling 
was at about the same distance from 6. 
earth. Naturally aspiring, the young oaks 
took a turn upward from the extremity of 
the bent section, and a sturdy tree dra 

ite life from the ground, after a series 
crooks and turns, became the result. In the 
case of some of the oaks the sapling’s end 
not only turned and grew toward the zenith, 
but a strong limb shot upward from the 


point where the Indian tomahawk had cut 


deep into the wood. From a little distance 


this upward growi limb appears to be 
simply a part of the ole of the oak, and itis 
necessary to take a view from another stand- 
point to have the fact disclosed that the 


main trunk shoots off at right angles and 
that that which points direct to the zenith 
is in reality only an arm. 

It took Highland Park citizens 3 
while to realize the natural and histo | 
value of these trees. One of the most pictur- 
esque of the oaks stands uncareg 
unprotected at the inner edge of a sidewalk 
in front of an unimproved bit of property. 
Vandals have been at it, and unless some 
thing be done speedily to rescue it this living 
witness to the fact that there were Indians 
in those days will go the way of the Pot- 
tawatomies themselves. As a matter of 
fact, Highland Park had been settled and 
staked out into town lots for some time be- 
fore the residents knew what the trees were, 
Some of the early settlers understood the 
significance of the bent oaks, but did not 
think the matter worthy of comment. The 
result of this was that many of the trees 
were cut down, those who laid the ax at the 
root believing that they were simply 
of nature. 

In the grounds of the Loe residence two et 
the trail trees stand within a few feet of 
each other. The dwelling is close to the 
lake and the two trail marks show where 
two paths diverge, the shorter one lead 
to a famous duck pool in the Skokie marsh, 
where the Indians secured many a fat 
lard or pintail for breakfast. Of this trail 
not a vestige save the tree at its beginning 
remains. The seven bent oaks still standing 
are all in the straight line of the northwest 
trail. The two trees near the Yoe residence 
are cared for and are in a good state 
preservation.
